He said no approval would be 
granted for any new stage of 
the development until a report 
on the delevoping companies 
ordered by Attorney-General 
Leslie Peterson has been com¬ 
pleted. The attorney-general is 
vacationing in Mexico and isn't 
due to return to his office until 
Dec. 11. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Bennett said 
he has no doubts about the 
honesty, efficiency and ability of 
Resources Minister Ray Willis- 
ton and officials of the lands 
department to protect the public 
interest in any dealings with 
Cypress Bowl developers.

"Certainly there is no deal 
with the provincial government 
by any of the developers,” the 
premier said, when questioned 
by reporters on his way to 
lunch.

A GOOD MANY SAGE WORDS and Impressive 
theories came to light at the Liberal Party’s 
“thinkers’ conference” at the Harrison Hot Springs 
hotel. But the advice and observations of Canada’s 
minister for external affairs, Mitchell Sharp, 
delivered before a panel on foreign policy, hardly 
qualify for that category. 

Among the fatuous advice he offered to the 
Canadian people was the recommendation that 
they stop worrying about whether Canada is in or 
out of the North Atlantic Treaty alliance or the 
North American Air Defence pact. 

There will be changes, he said, in Canada’s 
foreign policy in the 1970s, and the North Atlantic 
and North American alliances are not central to 
them at all. 

If this is evidence of the Trudeau administra¬ 
tion’s thinking on foreign policy, it would seem 
that our future NATO and NORAD associations 
should be very much the concern of the people. 

The “leave - it - to - me” or “not to worry” 
admonition from the minister is not acceptable to a 
responsible electorate. But he has at least alerted 
Canadians to what may be in prospect in the way 
of isolation and humiliating dependence and, 
hopefully, may have created distrust which will in 
turn bring effective resistance. 

But Mr. Sharp made another astonishing 
statement to the thinkers’ panel. He said 


something to the effect that Canada's foreign aid 
might help a country to overthrow its government 
by violent means ... and then, back in Ottawa, 
claimed he had been misquoted. 

J. Angus MacLean, a Tory Maritimer, asked 
the m inister for a statement on the government’s 
position on foreign aid in view of “the 
extraordinary” statement at Harrison Hot Springs 
that Canada should put up cash for the promotion 
of revolution. 

He might have asked, too, why Canada did not 
stipulate that aid would not be forthcoming for 
states which spent it, or its other revenues freed 
because of it, on arms. 

It’s a pity, because Mr. Sharp's answer might 
have been illuminating. 

What the minister did say was astonishing 
enough, however. His words at Harrison Hot 
Springs, he declared, were: “I think we should give 
aid even though revolution should result.” 

This was worse than the remark originally 
attributed to the minister, Mr. MacLean expostu¬ 
lated. 

The public is left wondering exactly what the 
minister for external affairs does mean — whether 
his words actually suggest a- policy of aid to 
revolution and, with respect to NATO and 
NORAD, repudiation of any and all responsibility 
for defence of the western world in co-operation 
with our reproachful friends and neighbors. 
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So much for guidelines . . .

Spain Bows Towards Britain 


T HE SPANISH GOVERNMENT appears to 
have executed a smart about turn in its atti¬ 
tude towards Great Britain over the Gibraltar 
issue. There is talk in Madrid of the suspension of 
the so-called sanctions, which included the closing 
of the frontier at La Linea, discontinuance of the 
ferry at Algeciras, interruption of telephone 
communications and a cautious naval surveillance 
— none of which seriously inconvenienced the 
people of Gibraltar. 

The sudden softening of the Spanish diplo¬ 
matic position, which previously had been 
peremptory, requiring the unconditional return of 
Gibraltar to Spanish control, came with the cabinet 
changes announced last month. 

Senor Lopez Bravo, the new foreign minister, 
has been most cordial towards Sir John Russell, 
the British ambassador, and General Francisco 
Franco informed Her Majesty’s representative that 
his government would not revive the Gibraltar 
issue before the United Nations. 

This latter is a not inconsiderable concession 
In view of the fact that the United Nations had 
supported the Spanish claim — the vote swayed 
against Britain by the still-resentful anti-colonial¬ 
ists— providing General Franco’s government 
with its most effective argument. 

Still more effective, however, from the British

point of view, was the overwhelming referendum 
vote by the Gibraltarians themselves to remain 
under British sovereignty. The United Nations’ 
opinion was held an intrusion into an affair which 
did not concern it, and was ignored as pointedly as 
the Spanish claim. 

It is considered in London that the Spanish 
effort to eliminate the tensions resulting from the 
Gibraltar quarrel is designed to bring from Britain 
an invitation for the renewal of talks about the 
fortress-colony. If so, and whatever the response, it 
is to be hoped that the British government will 
maintain its position that the future of the 
Gibraltarians is not negotiable. It must be their 
own decision. 

Perhaps even more important to Spain at this 
juncture is the promotion of closer links with 
western Europe. Her case for acceptance in the 
NATO community may have been hurt by the dis¬ 
turbing reports of cruel suppression of Basque 
separatists and of torture in the prison at Basauri. 
And it would probably do her more harm than good 
to pursue her claims to Gibraltar in the light of 
this publicity. 

If General Franco is seriously trying to join in 
the effort for uniting western Europe he must heal 
the British breach. Perhaps that explains the new 
cordiality.

Russians Read A Hack 
On Political System eAiufflifr Fabuhm^ >

Andrei Amalric Is a young, brilliant intellec¬ 
tual, a dissident In this closed Soviet society and a 
writer still unpublished in his own country. At the 
age of 31, he has Just produced a remarkable docu¬ 
ment issued as an open letter of rebuke to Anatoly 
Kuznetsov, Russia's most celebrated recent literary 
defector. 

In effect. Amalric accuses Kuznetsov of collaboration 
with the KGB (the Soviet secret police) in a calculated 
attempt to flee the country. Kuznetsov, once outside the 
country, turned against his own literary colleagues for doing 
precisely what he had done, according to Amalric's account. 

★ ★ ★ 

(Kuznetsov, 3ft, who received asylum in Britain last July, 
described hia relations with the KGB in an article in August. 
He said aecurity agents kept him under surveillance and 
forced him to oversee other prominent writers. His writing 
was restricted and he was not permitted to travel abroad, 

(Finally, determined to get out of Russia, Kuznetsov said 
he played the role of informer and described to the KGB an 
alleged anU-Soviet plot among Soviet writers. The result, he 
said, was permission for his trip to Britain.) 

Almaric criticizes Kuznetsov for lacking the courage of 


feature 
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his convictions, for failing to supjtort wider intellectual 
freedom in the face of political oppression. 

His letter to'Kuznetsov is remarkable not only because 
such a document is rarely seen in this country, but also for 
what it reveals about the long-suffering literary community 
and the political system generally. Excerpts from the letter, 
several thousand words long, follow: 

“You speak all the time of freedom, injt of external 
freedom, the freedom around us, and you say nothing of the 
inner freedom, that is the freedom according to which the 
authorities can do much tn a man, but by which they are 
powerless to deprive him of his moral values . . . 

★ ★ ★ 

“You say that the KGB have persecuted and blackmailed 
the Russian writer. Of course, what the KGB has done can 
only be condemned. But one does not understand what the 
Russian writer has done in order to oppose this. To struggle 
against the KGB is terrible but what in effect threatened a 
Russian writer if before his first visit abroad he had refused 
to collaborate with the KGB? 

"The writer would not have gone abroad — which he 
probably wanted to do very much — but he would have 
remained an honest man. In refusing in general to 
collaborate in this way he would have loet a portion, perhaps 
a considerable portion, of the outer freedom but would have 
achieved a greater inner freedom. 

"You are all the time saying they summoned me, they 
ordered me, the censorship always had me on my knees, etc. 
It seems to me that if you had continually yielded and done 
what you condemned in your heart you would not have 
deserved a better attitude on the part of the KGB or the 
censorship ... 

★ ★ ★ 

"I preferred to be expelled from Ihe university and to 
give up my hope of becoming a historian rather than to 
correct anything in my work, which I myscLf considered 
correct. I preferred in general not to send my verses and 
plays to Soviet publishing houses than to mutilate them in ihe 
hope that my name would appear in print. 

“It would take a long time to teil how (he KGB paid 
attention to me but I will merely touch on the point you write 
about. In 1961 I was courteously invited to the KGB to write a 
general account of the mood of the intelligentsia and I 
equally courteously refused, upon which the matter ended^^ 

"In 1963 I was taken by night to the Lubyanka (famous 
political prison) and ordered to write a report, against an 
American diplomat to the effect that he had subjected me 
and other Soviet citizens to malicious ideological brain¬ 
washing. I again refused, although they then threatened me 
with criminal proceedings. In 1965, I refused outright to talk 
with them, which cost me an exile In Siberia. 

★ ★ ★ 

"But the main thing is that living In this country and 
continuing to write and do what I consider correct. I can at 
any moment be again sent to prison or be dealt with in any 
other fashion. That is why I think I have the personal right to 
reproach you. 

“But perhaps I have no right to do this. Above all 
because I am almost 10 years younger than you and I was 
only lightly touched by that most terrible (Stalin) period 
which coincided with your youth and in which you became 
(mined as an individual. Even now the regime exists, perhaps 
not only, but mainly, on the interest from the capital of fear 
amassed in that period. 

"And it Is not only a question of the KGB but the fact 
that the whole atmosphere of Soviet life and of Soviet 
education is such that a man is already conditioned to meet 
with the KGB and to enter into the same relations with it as 
you did . . . 

"Ought one in general to reproach a man who has 
declared so emphatically that he has broken with his past 
and has not been afraid to talk about things which many 
people take with them to the grave and has thereby shown, 
albeit partially, how the shameful mechanism of oppression 
works in our country? 

"Nonetheless, I do reproach you. Not because I want to 


condemn you personally but because I want to condemn the 
philosophy of impotence and self-justification which runs 
through all you have said and written in the West. 

"I was given no choice, you seem to be saying; and this 
sounds like a justification not only for yourself but for the 
whole of the Soviet creative intelligentsia — or at least for 
that liberal part of it to which you belong. 

“You condemn, directly or indirectly, certain of Its 
representatives, but in as much as you do not direct one word 
of condemnation to your own address, blaming the authorities 
for everything. I do not understand how you can make any 
demands against the rest. You want to assert that you are all 
victims of oppression but it seems to me that no oppression 
can he effective without those who are willing to submit toil. 

"It sometimes appears to me that the Soviet creative 
intelligentsia — that is people accustomed to thinking one 
thing, saying another and doing a third — is as a whole an 
even more unpleasant phenomenon than the regime which 
formed it. Hypocrisy and the acceptance of things as they are 
foisted on it has become so much a part of it that it considers 
any attempt to act honorably as either a crafty provocation 
or madness . . . 

★ ★ ★ 

"I do not mean that all those who desire greater freedom 
for themselves and their country should go to Red Square 
with banners. However, they ought to reject the customary 
cynicism which equates truth and lies, to believe in some 
moral values even if they are absurd and to try to acquire 
inner freedom. How to do this must evidently be decided by 
each jjerson himself. Not everyone can come out openly 
against those conditions in which we live and maybe this is 
not always the best method. 

"But it is always lielter to be silent than to utter 
falsehoods, better to refuse to publish any of your books than 
to put out something which is completely contrary to what 
one had written in the beginning, better to refuse a trip 
abroad than, for the sake of one. to become an informer nr to 
report . . . better If* refuse a press conference than publicly 
to declare that there exists in our country creative freedom. 

"If an individual person or the whole courttry actively 
wanted to lx* free they must achieve freedom somehow, 
although by means of non-cooperation with their oppressors. 
But sometimes to obtain this one must risk even the freedom 
one has — which as I understand it —• you feared to do. 

★ ♦ ★ 

"The question which was often put to you In the West, 
namely, why do the j>eople in Ihe USSR not change the 
government if it is so bad, seemed to you naive. This 
question seems to me to be completely reasonable. I would 
replv to it in this.way: It is not that the people do not change 
the government because the government is good, but because 
we ourselves are bad. 

"We are passive, ignorant, fearful, we deceive ourselves 
with bureaucratic ways, we permit our,most active citizens 
to be destroyed, the majority of us do not understand our 
situation, our intelligentsia is vonaj, frightened and deprived 
of moral criteria. Gradually, however, we are beginning to 
find in ourselves strength, and this means that sooner or 
later much can change . . . 

"Judging only by his books, it is impossible to say that 
Solvhenitsyn (Russia's most famous contem|>orary novelist 
and now a suppressed literary outcast) is persecuted and 
tormented — he gives the impression of a man capable of 
standing out against persecution, he has already once 
preserved his inner freedom in prison and will evidently do so 
again if he is oner more put in jail. From this we can all 
derive strength. 

"And when you say that you wish to write freely and that 
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it was for this that you fled to the West I understand you and 
I react with resect to the pragmatic cool-headedness with 
which you managed to do this. 

"But when you try to prove that your secret hatred and 
open collaboration here constituted true opposition, hinting 
thereby that the opposition or Sinyavsky (famous Russian 
writer In jail since 1966) or Solyhenitsyn is false and at the 
same time {Hit yourself forward in the West as the herald of 
this opposition, then it seems to me that you place yourself in 
a false position. 

“It seems lo me that the pitiful role In which ihe KGB 
has placed you and many of your colleagues has forced you 
subconsciously to overestimate its power. You write that we 
are hving in an Orwellian world, but if this is so you have 
contributed your mite to this world by your submissiveness 
and mystical attitude toward the KGB . . . 


"I think that your complaints move nobody just as 
r»otx<ly is moved by my complaints or anybody clscs, 
inasmuch as everyone has the strength to bear the 
misfortunes of others. I think that the more calmly and 
oi)jc'’iivcly we illuminate the situation of the writer in our 
country and the less dramatically we point out to the so- 
called progressive western public opinion, its dishonesty 
towards us. the quicker we will be able to destroy the false 
reputation which the existing regime in our country has been 
able to create for itself abroad. 

"I ,/speak of dishonesty because it is dishonest — when 
one enjoys full freedom of speech and other freedoms in one s 
country, or is obtaining for oneself greater freedoms and 
greater influence to collaborate in any way with a regime 
which deprives its citizens of these freedoms and of any 
influence, to seek this or that justification for this regime or 
to enter into any contacts or dialogues with k."

Dr. Van Tilburg said 
estimated coat of the four-bed 
unit was 572,825 of which 517,000 
had been given through volun 
tary donations.

The city of Victoria, he said, 
was prepared to give another 
grant of 510,000, but tha money 
would not be forthcoming until 
the project was under way.

Remote Air Services 


Some Lines 
Free of Tax 


OTTAWA (CP) — Exemptions 
to the government’s new airline 
ticket taxes will apply to most 
company and light aircraft 
services flying people in snd out 
of far northern and other re¬ 
mote areas. 

Tha bill later squeezed 
through committee stage by two 
votes. 

Herb Gray, minister without 
portfolio piloting the tax law 
through the Commons, said the 
new five-per-cent tax will not 
apply to tripe on chartered 
planes weighing under 111,000 
pound* or aircraft owned by 
corporation subsidiaries provid¬ 
ing transportation services foe 
corporation employees. 

Also exempt will be flints 
aboard aircraft belonging to 
flying clubs, or planes used in 
crop-dusting, fire-fighting o r 
similar services. 

Gray easd thess exemp¬ 


tions will exclude a substantial 
amount of traffic to and from 
far northern and other isolated 
areas. But Marcel Lambert (PC 
—Edmonton West), opposition 
finance critic, described the 
new tax and Its exemptions as | 
discriminatory. I 

The tax is to be five-per-cent 
of airline ticket prices, with a 
limit of 12 to $5 on international 
flights. R is to be charged on all 
tickets sold in Canada. 

Lambert said a flat-rate 
tax on airport departures, such 
as is charged In many other 
countoiea, would be mors equit¬ 
able. Everyone benefiting from 
air service facilities provided by 
the federal transport depart¬ 
ment would then contribute to 
the coat on the same basis. 

Gray, however, said the 
major airlines preferred the tax 
on tickets at the thne of ticket 
sales.

A* I have mentioned Before, my 
mother wm a natural-bom gardenen 
and many of her |>racticea. instinctive 
on her part, have been justified fully by 
latter-day disooveriea in horticultural 
aciencp. 

I can remember, for instance, how 
she would start a pinch of "difficult" 
seeds given to her by a friend. She 
would immerse a length of flannel cloth 
In boiling water to sterilize it, and when 
it had been wrung out, she would space 
her reluctant seed* over its surface, 
then roll up the length of damp flannel 
Into what she called a "seed dolly" and 
tuck It away in a warm cupboard until 
the seeds had sprouted. 

She had never heard of "damping- 
off" disease and other fungus infections 
thst attack and kill germinating seed*, 
but her green-thumb instinct told her 
that unsterilized garden soil was 
dangerous to tender young seedlings. 


I often think how she would have 
revelled In the sterile soil-less seed 
starting materials we have available 
today — material* such as vermiculite, 
perlite and peal moss. 

Vermiculite is made from tiny bits 
of mica which have been "exploded" by 
steam, rather like the puffed wheat and 
puffed rice breakfast foods. After 
treatment, this expanded mica becomes 
a most valuable material for starting 
seeds, rooting sli|>s. and for lightening 
heavy soil in potting mixtures. Due to

this steam treatment, vermiculite is 
sferitFT and because <>f -ils cellular 
construction, it absorbs and holds water 
to an amazing extent. 

It is very light in weight, which 
means that when small seedlings or 
rooled cuttings are lifted from the 
vermiculite in which Ihcy were started, 
they come up without any resistance, 
and without tearing away any of the 
fine root hairs. Thousands of tiny mica 
particles adhere to the roots, and these 
should not be shaken off. but left on to 
help the roots get away to a good start 
when planted in soil. 


Perlite is. I believ'e, a form of 
volcanic rock, used in the same way as 
vermiculite. It comes in snowy while 
granules, very lighl and porous and 
highly absorbent of water. I have had 
very good luck indeed growing bulbs in 
bowls of damp perlite rather than in 
pebbles and water. Slips root readily in 
a mixture of equal parts perlite and 
peat moss. 

An even newer "artificial soil" is 
arcillite, sold under such trade names 
as Turface, Turf-Aid and Gro-Lux. This 
is made from a certain type of clay, 
baked at high temperature into angular 
particles that look like tiny chips of 
yellow brick. 

As with vermiculite and ]>rrlite, 
arcillite can be used alone or mixed 
with |ieat moss In start seeds or root 
slips; all three materials, as well as 


I>eat moss, are useful too for improving 
the text ure of soil, either outdoors or In 
potting mixtures. 

Arcillite. because ft lasts longer In 
the soil, is Incoming popular for use in 
the preparation of golf greens, and I 
understand it was used, one part 
arcillite to two parts soil> for the 
plantings around the Federal Pavillion 
in the New York World’s Fair and at 
Kxpo ’67. 

When used for slarting seeds, these 
materials should be watered rather 
sparingly, and subsequent waterings 
should lie timed to keep it only 
just barely moist. The stuff loses a lot of 
its virtues when sodden, and It must he 
remembered that even when the 
particles appear bone dry, a consider¬ 
able reserve of moisture is still stored 
in the form of a water film on the 
internal surfaces of the porous 
granules. 

★ * * 

When using peat moss, vermiculite, 
jierlite or arcillite. or any mixtures of 
these materials, never press the stuff 
down in the tots or boxes you are using 
for starting seeds or rooting slips; leave 
it quite loose. The light, fluffy nature of 
the material would be impaired If you 
firmed it*as you would soil. Handle it as 
little as possible, and wash your hands 
first, especially if you have been 
workings around other plants or soli. 

These materials are sterile when you 
buy them, hut they can become 
contaminated by unhygienic handling.

I in a wooden sailing ship called 
the Mayflower (or Fleur de 
Mai) in 1fi20. 

But while the [icierIns were 
killing the dindes. the peaux- 
rouges were killing the 
pelerins, and there were 


several hard winters ahead 
for both of them. 

The only way the peaux- 
rouges helped the pelerins 
was when they taught them to 
grow corn fmais). The reason 
they did this w r as because 
they liked corn with their 
pelerins. 

In 1623, after another harsh 
year, the pelerins’ crops were 
so good that they decided to 
have a celebration and give 
thanks because more mais 
was raised by the pelerins 
than pelerins were killed by 
les peaux-rouges.

Every year on the jour de 
tnerci donnant, parents tell 
their children an amusing 
story about the first celebra¬ 
tion. 

It concerns a brave capi- 
taine named Miles Standish 
(known in France as Kilo¬ 
metres Dcboutish) and a 
young, shy Lieutenant named 
Jean Alden, Both of them 
were in love with a flower of 
Plymouth called Priscilla 
Mullens (no translation).

you read in your books of the 
pleadings and wooings of 
lovers, such as you think best 
adapted to win the heart of 
the maiden."

Although Jean was fit. to be 
tied (convenable a ctre 
emballe), friendship prevailed 
over love and he went to do 
his duty. But instead of using 
elegant language he blurted 
out his mission. Priscilla 
was muted with amazement 
an<j sorrow (rendue muette 
par I’etonnement et la 
tristesse). 

At length she exclaimed, 


interrupting the om Incur 
silence: "If the great captain 
of Plymouth is so very eager 
to wed me, why does he not 
eome himself and take the 
trouble to woo me?" (Ou est- 
'!• Ir vieux Kilometres? Pour- 
quoi ne vient-il pas aupres de 
moj pour tenter sa chance?) 


Jean said that Kilometres 
Deboutish was very busy and 
didn’t have time for those 
things, H e staggered on, 
tplling what a wonderful 
husband Kilometres would 
make. But finally Priscilla 
arched her eyebrows and said 
in a tremulous voice: "Why 
don't you speak for yourself, 
John? (A chacun son gout."). 

And so, every fourth Thurs¬ 
day in November, American 
families sit down at a large 
table brimming with tasty 
dishes, and for the only time 
during the year eat better

• We had a tough winter but 
at no time was arterial traffic 
halted,” Mr. Garnett said. 

An average Victoria winter 
drops a total of 11.6 inches of 
snow. Last winter it totalled 
just over 50 inches, according 
to weather office records. 


For 1968 city council had 
budgetted $4,000 for snow 
r e moval. December's 23.5 
inches ate that up In no time. 

By the end of the year, 
$12,678 had been spent. 

From January on the city 
spent another $49,150 clearing 
the streets. 

To cover that, plus what¬ 
ever snow can be exuectM, ( 
toward the end of 1969, the 
council early this year 
budgetted $54,000 for snow 
removal. 

It’s always a guessing game 
in Victoria because of the- 
wildly variable snowfall from 
year to year. In 1967 the city 
had put $1,000 in the esti¬ 
mates but spent only $367. 

During the severe weather 
last winter the city Ixrnght 
two more truck-mounted 
snowplows at $1,500 each. 

A stockpile of 220 tons of 
rock salt plus unlimited 
amounts of sand are also 
ready to combat snow.

' RCMP officials Tuesday warned residents of 
Greater Victoria, “especially the kids," that a po- 
tentially-lethal supply of a drug is being sold clan¬ 
destinely here. 

The drug is an amphetamine called 3, 4, 
Methylene, Dioxy Amphetamine and commonly 
known as MDA. It is manufactured illicitly, ap¬ 
parently in the U.S., and is similar to the drug 
mescaline. 

The supply, brought into the Victoria area re¬ 
cently, is in capsule form and contains a dosage of 
hydrochloride salt that is 10 times the normal 
dosage for MDA. 

Spokesmen for the RCMP ding detail quoted 
analysts as saying consumption of the capsules, 
together with alcohol, “could be lethal.’’ 

★ * * 

The spokesmen said a sample of the drug had 
been obtained but declined lo give any details. 

They said they had received reports in the last 
six months of MDA sales in this area but word of 
the capsules was heard "just recently.” 

The analysts, who are continuing work in the 
case, described the dosage as "tremendous and 
dangerous.” The only symptom reported was that 
“it is believed this supply is causing users to vomit.” 

The RCMP spokesmen said MDA is not listed 
in any of Canada's laws concerning drugs. They 
added that investigation of the sales here and the 
method of MDA’s entry into Canada will go on._
